SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The DVD entitled Ransom is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 16 years. 

This classification is primarily due to the manner in which the publication deals with 
matters of violence, cruelty and crime. 

The publication contains a version of a feature previously classified on 35mm film 
format by the Classification Office. The film entitled Ransom (OFLC No. 9601435) was 
classified as “Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to 
persons who have attained the age of 16 years” with the descriptive note "Contains 
violence and offensive language". This classification decision was registered on 13 
November 1996. The version of the feature on the DVD has been verified as identical 
to the 35mm film version. 

Along with the feature, the DVD contains a number of additional moving image and still 
components. These are in the form of humorous behind-the-scenes footage, 
discussion of the feature's plot and filming by the director, actors and crew, audio 
commentary by the director, and deleted scenes from the feature. The extra 
components raise no new matters in relation to the relevant sections of s3 of the Films, 
Videos and Publications Classification Act 1993. For this reason the previous 
classification is sufficient to prevent likely injury to the public good in the present 
format.
